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CHINESE LABOR IN HAWAII. 


»HE attention of our readers is called to a letter 


iu this morning's Journal from Hon. Francis 


C. Newlands in lelation to the introduction of Chi- 
bese laboiefs in om colonial possessions. It is in 
answer to u lettei from George S. Dearborne, Presi- 
dent ol the American-Hawaiian Steamship Com- 
pany, inviting criticism of a communication of the 
latter which appeared a short time ago in the Ex- 
pansionist, under the caption of "The Needs of Ha- 
waii." 
Mr. Newlands' letter is concise, comprehen- 


sive and to the point. Although Mr. Dearborne's ar- 
ticle related only to the introduction of Asiatic labor 
in the Hawaiian Islands, Mr. Newlands extends his 
remarks to Porto Rico, giving most cogent reasons 
why the system should not be introduced in either 
of those colonies, from a humanitarian as well as a 
commercial or financial standpoint, and what he 
says of those possessions will apply with equal 
force to the Philippines. 
He takes the broad 


ground that the native population of our acquired 
possessions, with the surplus labor force of the 
United States proper, is abundant for the needs of 
aft, and that in justice to them, they should be pro- 
tected from competition with the still cheaper labor 
of an iufefior people from another quarter of the 
globe. Even the most ardent or radical expan- 
sionist will hardly deny the injustice, or even 
cruelty of a proposition to restrict, if not absolutely 
destroy, the facilities of the people of a territory, 
acquired either peacefully or by conquest, for 
wresting their daily bread from their native scil. 


lu the debate upon the amendments 1o Ihe Ha- 


waiian government bill in the House of Repre- 
sentatives in April, 1900, Mr Ne\\lands, evidently 
from tbe then existing conditions, foresaw the de- 
mand for Asiatic labor as the result of the system 
of laud monopoly by individuals and corporations 
which was being exploited in Hawaii at that time. 
lu the course of hi-> remarks he said 


. " Now, »o far as the Hawaiian Islands are con- 


cerned, the tendency there is toward land monop- 
oVy. The tendency always is to employ in these 
'^emi-tropical countries either slave labor or semi- 
slave labor. Theie the lands have been drifting 
into large holdings. We should in this ver> bill 
limit the number of acivs which any corporation 
should hold; and if any existing corporations hold 
land in excess of the limit, we should by some just 
provision, extending ovt-r a period, compel the dis 
position of those tends by sale, 5,0 that this land 
monopoly may be broken up; otherwise we will 
Lave in the Hawaiian Islands an oligarchy stronger 
than the one that existed there in the past with an 
absolute monopoh oi the lands iu the hands of the 
trw, and au abject, servile population, incapable oi 
resisting oppiession or of txercising the rights of 
freemen. 
It does seem to me that in our initial 


legislation, intended to meet the conditions of these 
islands, where the present tendency toward land 
monopoly is gicat, and where the tendency will be 
greater as the valut- of these lands rise, as the trade 
with this country increases, \\e ought to make a 
provision here and we ought to extend this wise 
provision of the geneial law applying to all Terri- 
tories hitherto admitted into the Union to Hawaii, 
coupling it with such a provision as will protect 
existing vested rights." 


The question of Asiatic or Chinese labor in the 


colonies is closely allied to the main issue which 
will be decided at the next session ot Congress 
Vihen the bill comes up for the extension of the 
exclusion act. If it is conceded to our newly ac- 
quired possessions, it will be an opening wedge to 
penetration into our home territory. Already the 
matter of substituting Chinese for negro labor has 
been mooted by large land-holders in the South, 
and although not generally favored in that section, 
the opposition would doubtless become less pro- 
nounced if the sugar ^plaateis of the Gulf States 
were Jorced to compete with tLcir insular rivals 
with the lattei's advantage in the matter of cheaper 
labor. But that would be as nothing compaied with 
the wrong that would be inflicted upon the colored 
race, whose boon of freedom would be dearly pur- 
chased at the price of semi-starvatiou. There is no 
argument against the free admission of Chinese in 
tue United States that will not hold good in legard 
to its outlying territory, and the present labor con- 
dition of the country is sufficient argument for their 
exclusion from every pa it and portion of our na- 
tional domain

Reno a portion of last Saturday. It was rather a 
prolonged visit for him, being of a little more than 
ten hours duration. It wos long enough at all 
events to inform the Republican hunters for a sena- 
torial candidate th-.it silver was dead, and that he 
had returned to the party that killed it. He said 
that the enormous output of gold had accomplished 
all that bimetalism dbuld have accomplished. This 
was supplemental to the >oniewuat conflicting 
declaration that lie wa-> -'as sincere a believer in 
fciweUlisro as wben ue left tbe Republican uaity 
solely for that cause." IJe did not state exactly 
when this "euounous gold output" >vLith so changed 


the financial conditions, and his politics, occurred, 
but it must have been sometime since last Novem- 
ber, when \if made his quadrennial visit to Nevada 
expressly, it was understood, to vote for Mr. Bryan. 
In regard to his candidacy for re-election the Sena- 
tor expressed himself "candidly" in this wise: 
"Nothing would delight me more than that some 
strong Republican whom we can elect would come 
out as a candidate for the Senate, and I will sup- 
port him with ull my heart." In view of the fact 
that the Republican politicians have for the last 
year been unsuccessfully hunting the woods, can- 
yons and plains for a .senatorial candidate, of course 
"properly equipped," and that it was Hobson's 
choice with them, the Senator's reply can hardly be 
regarded as non-committal.
